REUOXOir AMD EVOLUTION, 



Beligion Not a Diminishing, bat 
an inoreasing Force in Ufe.", 



Dr. Symonas delivered the third of 
a series of lectures 'he Is giving on 
"Some Religious Problems of the Day" 
before a large and appreciative au- 
dience at the Centrai' Y.M.C.A. yes- 
terday. Thci topic for the day 
"Religion and Evolution." 

In hlà opening remarks Dr. Symonds 
reviewed the ' conclusions arrived at 
In the last lecture as a definition of 
Religion as a "feeling of dependence 
upon and also fellowship with the 
Infinite source of all things." We 
concluded that Religion,' like other 
phenomena, develops, and as It devo^; 
opa It shapes Itself In a large degree to 
the new conditions of i. new age. "What 
Is the relation of Religion to Evolution, 
the great doctrine that was the special 
contribution of the 19th Century to 
human knowledge? - 

Evolution OS a theory has come to 
be applied to almost , every depart- 
ment of human knowledge— to all hu- 
man experience. Goethe beheld the 
Idea like a vision In the air, so to 
speak. Cardinal Newman wrote a 
book suggestive of the Ideas later 
crystallized- by Darwin. Evolution is 
a cerlalji- principle In accordance with 
which things are to be what they are. 
With some modification It might be 
defined as "a measure of creation." The 
universal application of the- doctrine 
to account for the origin of the hu- 
man species gave to the whole world 
a shock. At first by no means the 
Church alone opposed it, but leading 
scientists refused to accept the theory. 
A vehement controversy ensued with 
the result that the doctrine in due 
course of time was acQajrtaatwlth all 
Its applications by a3i!'$eaaers :,of 
\tbougtit.i,botb.J«ligioui)e^d--sci^li;Uificï: 
It) the latter part of the 19th Century 
a speaker at Oxford turned.' during the 
course of his speech, to the scicliitlf ic 
men present, and said "Iicavo iMé ^tny 
ancestors in Paradise, and I will leave 
yours In the zoological gardens." Min- 
isters should not now t>e afraid to oc- 
ce'pt tho doctrine. Many people, es- 
pecially young people, may think ■ It 
contradictory to tho teaching of the 
Church and Bible, and therefore be- 
come antagonistic to tiie Church. It 
may involve change, but change is mere 
foi-m, and not essence. 

How does the doctrine of Evolu- 
tion fit In with the first three chap- 
ters of Genesis? It does not fit In 
at all if we accept the literal truth ol 
these, chapters. But the early chap- 
ters of the Bible are no longer re- 
garded-by theologians aa literal his- 
tory. McGIll University would not 
thliik of prescribing these chapters', as 
a text book in Biology. The eart^ 
chapters must bo Interpreted in tne 
light of the book in its entirety -^the 
spiritual teaching is what is import- 
ant in them. The popular Ideas of the 
first man ^are derived riather from 
Milton's "Paradise Lost" than from i 
Genesis. According to poets and oth- 
er imaglnarles who have got away from 
tho truth of the Bible, Adam and Eve 
were very simple people Indeed. We 
would certainly credit Plato or Soc— 
rctes with having more sense than 
they had. "Man was made in the 
Imago of God," should not be taken 
In a literal sense. The true meaning 
is that man has a religious Instinct, 
and Is therefore like God. 

Dr. Symonds then went on. to dis 
cuss the relation of Evolution and the 
Doctrine of the Pall. Evolution taieana 
a change for the better. The doctrine 
of the Fall, as currently thought, means 
that man . was born perfect, and ha« 
passed Into "degradation. There is an 
apparent incompatablllty here. Bat 
notice that there is nothing said apbut 
the Fall in Genesis— It Is a doctrine 
of poets, etc. • The serpent means 
sometiilhg outside — something eter- 
nal. After Adam and Eve have eaten 
of the Tfruit they hear the voice of 
God, wiilch means conscience has 
awakened In them. In the conversa- 
tion between God and the Heavenly 
Bolng.s the remark Is heard, "Behold, 
they have become as one of us." That 
Is to say Adam and Eve were now In 
the possession of the knowledge, of 
good and evil. Chaptei^n^ofjGènèals' 
works the tranaforifiat'lonfei&it6lSt^n 
of man from an innocent ^S/ÊUÊÊ^ 

S oral being. Innocence, is ^^S^j^R^ 
al ,an''Infant Is Innocent because thé. 
moral Instinct is, unknown. Thus the| 
doctrine of evolution is In harmoiiy' 
with tiio early chapters of Genesis — 
It Is by evolution that man rises to 
the state of knowledge of the moral 
distinction betvireen Right and Wrong. 

Thus we' see' that the early chapters 
of Genesis should be studied not as 
history, but aa spiritual truthg In sym- 
bolical form. No one should feel that 
acceptance of the theory of Evolution 
Involves estrangement from the 
Church. 

Does Religion develop? If so, may 
we', anticipate a, day when Christianity 
will be succeeded by some even high- 
er Faith? Our answer to the first ques- 
tion Is in the affirmative. 'There has 
been much study ' on Evolution In Re- 
ligion, but it Is very difficult to. trace 
out-..the cause. Several scholars have 
attempted to trace this Evolution 
through successive stage's. The VEn- 
oyclopaedla Britannica" has a ■very' 
good article on this. A professor In' 
the • University of ' Pennsylvania trades 
CContlnued "on Page 2.)

"llesearch i.s v.iluable as an end to 
itself, and al.so «s a means to other 
ends." This was the explanation giv- 
en in answer to the Huestlon, "What's 
the good of research?" by Prof. R. 
C. Tolman at the meeting of the 
Chem.

"Some things are valuable as ends 
In themselves and some are valuable 
as means to Qther ends. Money Is use- 
ful because of what It can buy, and 
music, art, and poetry are useful be- 
cause they satisfy a fundai^ental de- 
sire, but research Is very useful for 
both of these reasons." 



THIRD LECTURE DELIVERED BY 
DR. SYMONDS. 
(Cmitinuecl' from Page 1.) 



The few ycar.s we spend at college are probably the ino^t im- 
portant years of our life, for during this period we often form llic 
habits which eliaraclcrizc us later on. when tve take our places in 
the professional and bu.sine.ss life of the country. It is most advis- 
able, therefore,' that the student .shoidd be very careful in choosing 
his means of recreation. During the day most students arc natur- 
ally occupied in about the same manner, but during the evening we 
sec them employing their time in a variety of different ways, recrea- 
•tive and otherwise. Some will bo found hard- at work in the library, 
after which they will wander home with a book under their arm, to 
continue their studies at home until far into the night. This sort of 
thing is to be expected around examination time ; in fact, under the 
.system at present in operation in most Universities it is a necessity 
for most students, if they are to get their year. But the student who 
spends every evening in the library soon "becomes a "grind," and 
later on a sort of Avalking dictionary. Certainly his courage in 
Kticking at his work is to be admired, but the chances are about ten 
to one that when he graduates he will be utterly unable to cope'with 
(he most ordinary problems, and then he will realize the opportuni- 
lics he has Ihrown away. But this tendency to overwork is the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. By far the greater number of stu- 
dents spend too much of their time cultivating habits wliich are quite 
worthless, imd although they may also be quite harmless, oven at 
best they supply only a temporary form of recreation. In time they 
must be given up, and the victim will then be left destitute when he 
most needs their recuperative iufluenee. What the student should 
aim at is the liappy medium, the life "beautiful without extravagance 
and contemplative without uniiianlincss." , 

A realization of this ideal is not so hard to attain as might be 
expected, and is certainly within the reach of the majority of stu- 
dents, most of wl ni have at least four whole years set aside for 
exactly this purpose, during Avhich they arc in many eases free from 
financial cares, A taste for good reading and the cultivation of an 
appreciation of good music can nowhere be cultivated so easily as at 
college, where the supply of good books is practically unlimited, and 
the facilities for attending the theatre and the concert halls are re- 
stricted only by the means of the student, and in many cases even 
this latter excuse cannot be given. These are the lasting pleasures 
which we can enjoy for all time. You have probably noticed how 
quickly many business men fade away when their work is done, and 
they unwillingly shift their burdens to more capable shoulders. But 
have you ever realized the i'eason for this? When the comparatively 
uneducated man is forced to give up his life's work, he has nothing 
to take its place. His whole interest was centred in his business, and 
when this is taken away from him his life soon becomes a blank. 
Parallel to, or even worse than this, is the fate which awaits the man 
who has never bothered to do work of any kind, but who has spent 
his whole parasitical life is idleness and luxury. Bad habits, once 
contracted, arc hard to change, and the man who can overcome a 
vice which has been growing in him for several years is usually 
only to be found in fiction. Good habits, fortunately, are equally sta- 
ble, and a taste for good reading is an accomplishment which can 
always be relied upon to stand the most severe test. 

Looking at the subject from a more material point of view, we 
sec the influence of habit in quite another sphere. When the college 
student graduates he is no longer thought of as a student, but will 
be " sized up" by his business associates on his individual merits, and 
his success or failure will largely depend on his personality and his 
habits, by which he can alone be judged by the mass of the people. 
A man in a professional position should be able to form rational opin- 
ions on a great variety of topics, and the broad-mindedness which 
this requires can only be acquired, by careful study, and a varied 
reading extending through a number of years. This is perhaps the 
best argument for a college education as a preparation for business. 
By attending a University for a few years one is at least given an 
opportunity to cultivate habits which will be invaluable in helping 
him to rise to the top of the ladder.

University liaso llo.spital by contri- 
buting money for supplies. Last ye,ir 
the Council undertook the production 
of the University .MaKazlne .Suiiplfc- 
ment as a record of the University 
War Activities and to provide funtis 
for hospital work. This record pro- 
duced some $11,000 as profits, of which 
sum the Canadian Ucd Cross Society 
has recently received $G,000 for tne 
purchase of two motor ambulances for 
service on the Western Front and 
will benefit indirecUy to the extent 
of 12,000 paid to the University Hos- 
pital Supply Assoplation,, which is en- 
gaged in making, Red Cross supplies. 
The remaining $3,000 goes to tho equip- 
ment funds o£ the UnlversBty Battery 
and Overseas Training Company. 

The Council Is producing a second 
Supplement this year and hopes for 
etiually favorable results, althougli the 
malo attendance at the LTiiivcisity Is 
sadly depleted by the war, a.i some 
four thousand graduâtes and under- 
graduates ate on active service, of 
which number two hundred und fifty 
have been killed.

has secured tlie wisdom and under- 
standing, which an Arta course is em- 
inently suited to bestow. 

IlolnuJ also loses sight of the fact 
liinl a considerable number of .stu- 
dents come up to college lo listen to 
tho celebrated professors and lectur- 
ers, who are to bo found there, and 
not to give ear to the half-baked opin- 
ions of their fellow-students. More- 
over, the word lecture signifies a 
formal dlsemirse for Instruction. The 
kind of thins which IlolnuJ describes 
would approximate more closely to a 
debate, and the experience of the 
writer leads him to believe, would J.ie 
monopolized by the .students with more 
tongue thiin brains. Obviously the 
clubs which are found at our Univer- 
.sltlcs supply all the facilities need- 
ed in that direction. 

In answer to Rolnuj's /luestlon, 
what must be the Inevitable result of 
such un education as he describes, we 
are compelled to answer that It would 
be In the first place "bedlam" and 
"bad English." and. In the second 
place, empty lertiiro rooms.

The fact thai 
Religion' is evolutionary makes ihe 
truth of Religion all the srealer. Any- 
thing that grows cannot be a thing of 
delusion — delusions may accompany 
change, |)ut, they can be purged out 
by degrees. Moreover, religion is not 
a waning force, but an increasing 
force— it Is well for us, therefore, to 
extend our efforts to this cause, i. 

We need not of necessity conclude 
that, because Christianity is constant- 
ly undergoing change that It will 
eventually be succeeded by some higli- 
er Faith. The course of Evolution is 
not to be Imagined as a growth of 
chain Into' new links — use rather tlie 
metaphor or a tree and its branches. 
Mainlalnlnt; the fiiruie. ju.^^t as ani- 
mals have been llirousli a series ol 
brunches in the course of evolution, so 
with ChrlsUunity. Beginning with the 
great Hebrew branch, spreading 
through tho Old Testament, it termin- 
ated in the flower of Christ.. 

There Is much we have not resil- 
ed 111 Christianity yet— peace, for ex- 
ample Christianity must be adapted to 
new.,change8 and environment, which 
is- very difficult. Of course, Chris- 
tianity may be exhausted, and a high- 
er form of Iteligion evolved, but for 
me,- .sold Dr. Synionds. "Cliristlanlly 
is not so much a separate Keli(,'loii is 
the Crown and I'lower of them all."

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AN ANSWER TO ROINUJ. 

_____ y 

Some critical remarks appeared in 
tlie Dally recently concerning Arts 
students. Thougli tho author, ItoinuJ. 
expressed some opinions which ai-o no 
doubt true, to a certain e.\icnt, still 
he made some alntcments willi which 
the writer of this article would lilic 
to deal. 

At tlie outset, Rolnuj falls into tho 
blunder of comparing modern times 
with tho Middle Ages. In those days 
the ignorance of the mass threw into 
bold relief the learning "of the few. 
N'owadays the mass of the people aru 
so well-educated that the difference 
between e college student and the 
Man on the Street" is not so, appar- 
ent. Rolnuj Is looking at the mediae- 
val University with the eyes of the 
average man of that time, and at the 
Modern University with the eyes of 
an educated man of the present day. 

He then goes on to compare ' the 
knowledge on current topics possessed 
by tho ordinary business clerk with 
tho knowledge on questions of the 
day possessed by the average college 
student. From what he says on this 
topic, we cannot but believe that 
Rolnuj rates the college student below 
the business clerk. Now Rolnuj would 
readily admit that a large number of 
clerks could be found that did not pos- 
sess the live interest he attributes to 
a considerable number of them. He 
would also admit that a large number 
of students might be found who did 
have that live Interest, in current 
topics. So we see that Rolnuj bus 
selected the most intelligent of one 
class, and has compared tliem with 
the most ignorant of the other class. 
In these days of free libraries, and 
education; there could be only one re- 
sult to this comparison, and that un- 
favourable to the student.. 

The writer of this present article 
believes thai he could select a dozen 
students in the Arts Faculty who. could 
floor the same number of RoinuJ's 
fellow-clerks on any subject that might 
be brought up. A dozen men who 
could even tell him who GuraplowUz 
was. and what he wrote, who could 
speak for any length of time on Sinn 
Felnnlsm, or the Bi-llngual question. 
Thé writer of this article believes that 
Rolnuj, given a week's time, could not 
find a, .handful of men. In all the busi- 
ness houses on. St 'James street, who 
had ever heard of Jeremy- Bentham. - 
To remedy the evils, which Rolnuj 
deplores, he would make the entrance 
age eighteen instead of sixteen,' as 
at present. He believes that the can- 
didate for matriculation would pass his 
entrance examination at the same age 
as how, but would spend the years 
elapsing before he could enter col- 
lege in a serious study of his fellow- 
men, and in some occupation, "where 
he will come In contact with the 
world." 

In the first place, the humble au- 
thor of this article believes that ' the 
age of matriculation tends to become 
identical with the statutory age of ad- 
mission Into college. Besides, It is no 
doubt true thjit the contact with the

The death of Lieut.-Col. T. C. Irv- 
ing, Jr., D.S.O., past student, be hav- 
ing been killed while "carrying on" 
In Prance the other day, was receiv- 
ed with deep regret by St° large body 
of Canadians. Lt-Col. Irving was one 
of the most popular club and busi- 
ness men in Toronto. The eldest son 
of T. C. Irving, "Tommy" Irving. Jr., 
was born In Toronto In 1879. He chose 
engineering as a profession, and took 
his course at Toronto and McGlll Uni- 
versities. At • Toronto University he 
took a keen interest in sport, and was 
manager of the third Rugby team in

In business life he was orlglnallj- 
associated with P. H. Clergue as 
cljlef assistant, and was identified 
particularly with tho development of 
the llPlon Mine and the building of 
the Algoma Central Railway, which 
noM^f^r^ part of the Lake Superior 
Corporation.

Lt.-Col. Irvlng's military career 
dates back to 1908, when he received 
a commission In the 2nd Field Ço., 
Canadian Engineers, the old Univer- 
sity of Toronto Engineers,* About 
1911 he was promoted to Captain and 
acted aa 2nd in command In the com- 
pany. 

About August 1st, 1914, he appre- 
ciated the fact that there would short- 
ly be a necessity for overseas troops, 
and it was largely through his ef- 
forts that, before Britain declared 
war, • over 100 men of the '2nd Field 
Company had been Interviewed and 
had stated tlielr willingness to serve 
overseas should ' the occasion' arise. 
Capr. Irvlng's name headed this list, 
and from that date his whole energy 
was devoted to recruiting and train- 
ing men for service in his old com- 
pany. 

For the first few days in Valcar- 
tier, Cupt. Irving was In command of 
the 2nd Field Company, and Major 
Lindsay was Officer Commamding the 
Divisional Engineers, General Hughes 
put Lt.-Col, Armstrong In as Officer 
Commanding the 2nd Field Company, 
which left Capt. Irving second lii 
commimd. 

With this rank he proceeded with 
the company to England and carried 
on there during that arduous period 
on Salisbury Plain. Just before the 
company moved to France In Febru- 
ary, 1915, Major Lindsay, by reason 
of an Injury» was forced to remain 
behind, which left Captain Irving in 
command of the company. Through 
the period at tleurbaix and all through 
the second battle of Tpres, until Major 
Lindsay rejoined Just before Festu 
bert. Capt. Irving was commanding 
Ltiter, after the company had moved 
up to Romarin. Major Lindsay was 
made, a .Lt.-Colonel, commanding the 
First Canadian Divisional Engineers 
Captain Irving got his Majority and 
the command again of the .2nd Field 
Company, Canadian Engineers, ; 

On many occasions during this per: 
lod Major Irving carried on under con 
ditlons under which the average officer 
would havo broken down. He held 
the respect of all his officers and men 
to, such an extent that they would 
have gone anywhere with him and 
have done anything for him at his 
slightest wish. On one occasion a 
shell burst beside him and he w.ts 
ii a daze for four days following,' but 
carried on aa though nothing had hap- 
pened. 

He remained in command of the 
company during those very strenuous 
nine months when the company was 
looking after trenches In front of Mes- 
sines, then later when the company 
moved back to the Ypres sdllent, and 
all through those how historical en- 
gagements during the summer of 191C. 

In the fall of 1916 he was made a 
Lt.-Colonel, received the D.S.O.. and 
^'iven command of the 4th Divisional 
Engineers after the death of Lt.-Col. 
Inksetter, In which appointment ne 
was at the time he was killed. Lt.- 
Col. Irving met his death by a shell 
while sitting' In his hut, 'and writing 
a letter, dying a' few' minutes later. 

Major G, D, Pewit. 

Major Gordon Douglas Fowls, Sci. 
'10, who went overseas with the o'Srd 
Canadians, has been killed !n action 
in the recent fighting, according to a 
late casualty list. Major Fowls en- 
listed at Edmonton In 1916. and went 
overseas last year.

Major W; B. McTaggart,' 

Major W. B. McTaggart, Sol. '15, of 
the Canadian Field Artillery, reported 
wounded, is a native of St. Mary's, 
Ont. A graduate of the Royal Mili- 
tary College, Kingston, he enlisted In 
1914 as a subaltern In a battery of 
Field Artillery, and has since been 
three times wounded.

Shirley (V Tuille arrived back 
in Montreal on Friday ' last, having 
been sent back to the insbvctional 
lâttf in Canada. Lieut TuiUe was 
badly munded abOut the middle of 
191(. and was sent homft td .{Canada 
oa sick leave. After coavaletftins here 
he returned to Bagltu^d in April. 1817. 
but on arrival was declared medical- 
ly unfit and attached to the Reserve 
BattaUon at Shomcllffe as Intelligence 
Officer and Crown Prosecutor. In the 
latter capacity he gained a great deal 
of experience, and had some most in- 
teresting oases, inchiding bigamy. 
Lieut Tuille was successfdl in every 
case Ijp undertook. He states that 
conditions In England are very fair, 
bat that the population, although cer- 
tain of the final outcome of the wnr, 
are at the present time very pessimis- 
tic owing to the Russian and Italian 
situations. 

Lieut TuiUe admitted that before 
leaving for England in April last be 
had Joined the nmks of the benedicts. 
He expects to complete his course in 
the Law Faculty next session, .
